Allied troops to­ 
day seized two hill positions south­ 
west of Kumscng in an attack which 
pushed the Reds back three-quar­ 
ters of a mile. 
The Eighth Army xa.d the attack 
began at dawn. and both hills were 
secured by I pm The Allied infan­ 
trymen ran into light to moderate 
fire from a Communist platoon on 
each peak. 
Kumaong is an old Red supply 
base, 30 miles north of the 38th 
ixmillel 
Patrols clashed sharply southwest 
and southeast of Rumson* Sunday. 
An Allied feeler th rift northeast of 
the shell-torn central front town 
was driven bark by heavy mortar 
and artillery fire 
Repulse Heil Assaults 
Low 
overcast 
hampered 
aerial 
strikes 
The Reds staged a series of sharp 
assaults on the eastern front Sun­ 
day In the rugged region northwest 
of the punchbowl the Com mu ru t* 
attacked six times, twice in more 
than company strength 
The Eighth Army reported all th** 
assaults were repulsed, the last one 
after nightfall. 
Allied warplanes struck at Com­ 
munist troops and supply arteries in 
nearly 1,000 missions Sunday* The 
air force reported Communist rail 
lines were cut in 145 pieces 
F-R6 Sabre jets patrolling north­ 
west Korea sighted red-nosed MIG- 
15 jets at a distance but the Cf m- 
m urist pilots avoided combat 
The U S cruiser Toledo and Com­ 
munist shore batteries had a three- 
hour gun duel off Hungnam, on the 
northeast coast There was no dam ­ 
age to the w arsh’p or casualties 
among its personnel.

Nov. 12 0F>— Russia suffered 
a sharp defeat Saturday In Its cam ­ 
paign to seat Red C hina in the 
United Nations.

During the past 40 years 
he turned out 78 operettas and 
m ore than 2.000 songs 
Apparently in good health. Rom­ 
berg arrived in New* York November 
3 from his home in Beverly Hills.

His body was found on the b ath­ 
room floor by his wife. Lillian Harris

START SPRING GARDEN 
WORK NOW 
There are several gardening tasks 
which, if they are not com pleted be­ 
fore winter, will not be done a t all. 
Experience 
proves 
th a t 
crowding 
spring 
duties 
and 
unfavorable 
weather often leave m any activities 
unattended in M arch which should 
have been taken care of while tim e 
and w eather offered opportunities 
in late fall. Among these are: 
Raspberries, blackberries and dew­ 
berries should be planted as early 
in M arch as weather and soil con­ 
ditions perm it. To gain this ad­ 
vantage it is usually necessary to 
prepare 
soils 
before 
winter. 
Of 
course, if the land slopes enough to 
invite over-winter erosion, prepara­ 
tions should 
be 
postponed 
until 
spring. 
Asparagus 
should 
likewise 
be 
planted early in M arch. Plenty of 
well rotted m anure and compost 
should be turned under deeply in 
late fall and the soil left rough 
over winter to perm it early work­ 
ing. 
Like 
asparagus, 
rhubarb 
roots 
must be planted early in M arch 
before growth gets under way. Here 
again soils should be made ready 
before winter by turning under a 
liberal application of coarse but well 
decomposed m anure and compost 
Blueberries require an acid soil 
reaction. To plant them in ordinary 
alkaline garden soils m eans failure 
before the start. Therefore, prospec­ 
tive growers of this excellent new­ 
comer among small fruits should 
prepare planting soils before winter. 
Blueberry plants should be set out 
quite early in March. 
Every gardener needs liberal sup­ 
plies of dry loam from late January 
until May, for use in hotbeds, cold- 
frames, seed flats, window boxes, 
plant cups and pots, to dry up row 
soil when it is unusually wet, and 
in num erous other roles Progressive 
gardeners will now store at least 
several barrels of dry loam indoors 
to 
meet 
these 
late 
w inter 
and 
spring needs. 
As the supply of horse m anure 
grows 
scarcer 
year 
after 
year, 
gardeners and farm ers should save 
more livestock m anures from sum ­ 
mer pasture fields and feed lots 
One of the best forms of m anure, 
as frequently suggested here, is well 
weathered cow m anure gathered at 
this tim e of the year from a pas­ 
ture Stored dry in sheds or other 
buildings, pulverized dry cow m a­ 
nure may be effectively used in 
scores of spring planting activities. 
It is alm ost a "m ust” for flower 
growers. 
Many growers set out grape vines 
In 
late 
fall, others perter early 
M arch planting. W here alternate 
freezing and thawing occur over 
winter M arch planting is preferred. 
Here again fall preparation of soil 
Is necessary. 
Coldfram es will be needed from 
early February’ on until summer a r­ 
rives; m anure-heated hotbeds will 
be in order even in late January. 
The far-sighted gardener will have 
these built and ready before winter. 
T to n in late fall he may utilize 
them for growing an extra bed of 
leaf lettuce and for storing cabbage, 
celery, beets and other hardy late 
crops. 
Because dry weather has delayed 
germ ination of rye seeded earlier for 
green m anure and w inter cover, 
gardeners may still seed garden 
areas otherwise left bare Even if 
only a m eager growth develops be­ 
fore w inter it will protect priceless 
soils irom the "bouncing" effects of 
rain and produce at least some green 
vegetation 
to 
turn 
under 
next 
spring. 


Alcohol Is Sure 
Death For Bugs 


Mealy bugs are one of the most 
destructive pests on house plants, 
and the woolly, waxy covering th a t 
protects their soft bodies is an ef­ 
fective 
arm or 
against 
most 
in ­ 
secticides. Spraying house plants is 
ii difficult job anyhow unless it 
is taken care of in a shed or cellar 
where a spray deposit on the floors, 
walls or both is not too serious a 
consequence. Where the work has to 
be done in the bathroom an old 
sheet will come in handy to protect 
walls and floor. 
W here just a plant or two suffers 
from mealy bugs, attention to each 
individually is not only more ef­ 
fective but less trouble. Take a 
toothpick, twist a piece of cotton 
around one end and dip into com­ 
mon rubbing alcohol. Then touch 
each mealy bug for a second or two 


DAHLIA ROOTS 
REQUIRE CARE 


Dahlia root storage is not easy 
in modern homes, because 
it is 
difficult to find a place cool enough 
and moist enough in the cellar to 
hold the roots in good condition. 
Digging should be done a few days 
to a week after the tops have been 
killed by frost. Be careful not to 
injure 
the "neck” of 
the 
large, 


so that the alcohol m ay penetrate 
the waxy froth. T hat is sure death 
to them and does no harm to the 
plant. 
Repeat the treatm ent whenever 
more bugs appear, though tt seldom 
takes more th an three thorough 
treatm ents to elim inate an entire 
brood. 


sweet potato-like roots. After d o ­ 
ping, the stems are cut off to two 
I or three inches above the crown 
w here the roots Join the stem 
Expose roots l o the air until the 
stem s are fairly well dried. If the 
stem 
is thick 
and 
hollow—more 
than an inch through—it may pay 
to split the stem and clump to ob­ 
tain better drying. 
For storing dahlias in the home. 
it is well to use crates, baskets and 
barrels. If waterproof paper is not 
available, use many layers of news­ 
paper to line the container. 
Two m aterials have proved help­ 
ful in bringing roots through the 
winter. 
One is peat 
moss. 
This 
should be well shredded und spread 
out in a shallow layer on the cellar 
floor to dry. If it is too moist, stem s 
and roots may rot. The other m a­ 
terial is fine vermiculite. 
Place a layer of either m aterial 
on the bottom of the receptacle, 
two or three inches deep. Then 
place the clumps, allowing room on 
the side for an inch or two of the 
storage m aterial. 
Before placing the clumps, dust 
the cut .surfaces of the stem and 
any broken or cut ends of roots 
with a m ixture of dusting sulphur 
and lime, sulphur and talc, or an 
organic fungicide, to prevent de­ 
cay. W hen receptacles are nearly 
full, add a layer of packing m a­ 
terial, cover with papers and place 
in the coolest part of the cellar.
